Charging the Goalkeeper 


By L. A. W. Pearce. F: 


In the March number of “Football Monthly,” Charles 
Buchan has a lot to say about roaras the goalkeeper.” 
I can only give you a summary of his id 

available, bat they make horse sense. 


Te give you the first few para- 
graphs: “Charging the goal- 
keeper has led to so many un- 
seemly incidents, both in Inter- 
national and League games, that 
the time has come for a drastic 
change to be made in the law. 


“Tt ig & fact that only teams in 
the four home countries carry out 
this archaic law, On the Con-~ 
tinent and in South America, 
charging the goalkeeper is virtu- 
ally taboo by general consent, 

“My proposal is that a goal- 
keeper should not be allowed to 
handle the ball outside the goal 
area, and that no charging the 
Ronikoer should be permitted 
within the goal area, 

“phis-is a simple solution to the 
problem, and I hope will be given 
serious consideration by | the 
powers-that-be. In fact, it.is so 
simple that I wonder that it has 
not been thought of long ago. 

“Now, the goalkeeper, of course, 
can handle the ball anywhere 
within the penalty area, a vast 
space that gives him a lot of scope 
and invites charging by oncoming 
forwards. q 

“The ‘goal-area is at present 20 


leas in the space 


yards long and six yards in depth. 
If that should be considered too 
small an area for my proposed 
change, then increase the depth to 
eight yards. Personally, I think 
the area is big enough as it is 
now. 

“The beauty of the proposal is 
that it would entail little change 
in the laws of the game, for there 
is no law that states specifically 
where a goalkeeper can or cannot 
handle the ball. {t is covered by 
Law 12, which says that handling 
a ball {s an offence except where 
it applies to the goalkeeper within 
his own penalty area. 

“The substitution of goal-area 
for penalty-area and the amend- 
ment of Clause 4 of the: law to 
read ‘Charging the goalkeeper in 
his own penalty area’ would be all 
that was required.” 

He goes on to set out six reasons 
why such an amendment would be 
advantageous: 

1. Uniformity when British 

teams are playing Contin- 

ental and foreign teams. 
2, Would allow more flowing 
movements approaching goal. 
Now many promising moves 
are negatived by the goalie 
advancing up to 18 yards 


from goal and cutting off 
‘many centres and long 
Passes. 
3. Increase rate of goal-scoring. 
4. Would check present ten- 
dency for goalies to dominate 
the penalty-ares. 
Would do away with those 
irritating periods when the 
goalie holds on to the ball 
and carries it to the penalty- 
line before clearing. 
6. Passing back to the goalie 
would be the last resource of 
a defender, Too risky. 
The article should be read as & 
whole, He certainly seems to have 
got something there.

More important still, are we 
handicapping the player who, per 
hans a little less endowed than his 
féllow-performers in the art of 
foot-craft, has nevertheless raised 
himself to their level by virtue of 
his mastery of the shoulder 
charge? I sincerely hope not, and 
referees have a very important say 
in this matter,
